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George Nestor outside bunker 
on Korean front 

George Nester arrived home 
from Korea on May 20. George 
was a wireless operator with the 
PPCLI and went overseas on 
April 1951. He is now on 60 days 
leave and will apply for dis¬ 
charge in July, when his 18 
months service will have been 
completed. 

George arrived in Korea and 
proceeded to the front in time 
to build up the defence at the 
Hang River during the Red 
spring offensive. The company 
advanced to the present front 
with the Americans. From that 
time action consisted of patrol¬ 
ling the line. The company head¬ 
quarters were situated in an 
abandoned mine. 

During the past winter the 
boys made their own gas stove to 
ward off the cold. The bunkers 
where they were stationed on 
the front are made of logs cov¬ 
ered with straw and mud and 
roofed in the same materials to 
protect them from shell fire. 

Of the food, George said It 
wasn’t bad but it could be bet¬ 
ter.

The Judge Ad¬ 
vocate General’s Branch was di¬ 
vided Into four divisions—The 
Claims Division, Legal Aid Divi¬ 
sion, Courtmartial Division, and 
the Civil Trials Division.’Mr. Cul¬ 
len served on all four. 

Canadian soldiers in England 
had to observe British Civil law, 
and as such, any misdeamor was 
brought before civil and not 
military law. The British Civil 
Law also provides that when a 
defendant had no monetary 
means of providing council for 
defence, the court employed 
lawyers for him. The result was 
that Canadian soldiers were de¬ 
fended by some of the best lawy¬ 
ers in England. 

The Legal Aid Division was set 
up and it was the main reason 
for setting up the whole branch. 

This division handled domestic 
difficulties of the soldiers and 
helped in keeping the Canadian 
soldier free from worry over le¬ 
gal affairs an*d thus increased 
their morale in general. 

Mr. Cullen illustrated the im¬ 
portance of the branch by some 
specific examples which kept 
the members chuckling for a 
considerable time.

FIVE IN ONE 

What to serve for dessert is a 
'perennial question with some home¬ 
makers. It is a great help to have 
a few standard recipes which may 
be varied to seem like something 
new. —:?!e is blanc mange 

which may be plain, chocolate, cara¬ 
mel as the mood and the menu dic¬ 
tate. Another one which may be an 
old favourite with some and new to 
others is Lemon Cake-Top Pudding 
or, as it is sometimes called Baked 
Lemon Sponge. This dessert is at 
the top of the list for versatility. 
Serve it lemon-flavoured after a 
roast of pork, grape-flavoured after 
ham, pineapple or apricot flavoured 
after chicken or with the tang of 
orange after duck. 

Basic Recipe For 
Lemon Cake-Top Pudding 

1 tablespoon butter 
V 3 to % cup sugar 

2 tablespoons flour 
Dash of salt 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 tablespoon grated lemon rind 

2 egg yolks, beaten 

1 cup milk 

2 egg whites 

Cream butter and sugar. Add flour, 
salt, lemon ljuike and grated rind. 
Add beaten egg yolks and milk. 
Fold into stiffly beaten egg whites 
and pour into greased baking dish. 
Set dish in pan of hot water and 
bake in a moderate oven, 350 deg. F., 
45 minutes or until set. Test by in¬ 
serting silver knife into centre of 
pudding if it comes out clean, the 
pudding is done. Serve hot or cold. 
Yield: 4 servings. For those not 
familiar with this dessert, it has a j 
sponge-like lop and its own sauce 
underneath. 

Variations: Follow the basic recipe 
above but in place of the milk use 
an equal quantity of one of the fol¬ 
lowing: grape juice, pineapple juice, 
apricot nectar, pureed canned or 
stewed apricots mixed with their 
syrup or juice (so that the puree is 
not too thick), or canned, frozen or 
fresh orange juice. Reduce sugar 
slightly if fruit juice or purees are 
sweetened.

As more country roads get a 
coat of gravel, as more highways 
are hard-topped, the trend toward 
civilization not only continues, but 
grows apace. As roads improve 

I and automobiles each year seem 1 
to be designed for a little more 
mileage per gallon of gasoline, 
more people head for the city to 
do their weekly shoppings 
The trend is a natural one, for 
nothing begets a crowd so quickly 
as a crowd- Often the selection 
in city stores is wider than that 
offered in the home-town stores; 
sometimes prices are aglittle low¬ 
er, for city transactions usually 
are cash transactions. 

But those who go gaily to the 
city to spend their cash, might 
reflect on the fact that seldom if 
ever do they see the fellow who 
gets their cash driving orit to 
their hometown to make a little 
payment on their sidewalks, on 
their schools, or to help support 
their church and other institutions, 
without which life in their own 
hometown simply would not be up 
to much.

Farmer Gets 
Valuable Oil 
Rights In Error 

CALGARY. — r Farmer Anton S 
Turta now owns mineral rights " 
valued at well over $1,0004)00 
on his quarter-section of land in 
the Leduc district because of a 
mistake made in the land titles 
office in 1908. 

This was the decision of Mr. Jus¬ 
tice W. G. Egbert in a judgment 
handed down here. Mr. Turta won 
his case against the Canadian Pacific 
railways and Imperial Oil limited. 

The involved legal dispute was 
tried in Alberta supreme court in 
Edmonton last January. The prop¬ 
erty involved is in the heart of the 
Leduc oil field and at present is sur¬ 
rounded by scores of producing wells. 

Briefly, the circumstances are that % 
in 1908 the title to the land was 
transferred to Mike Podgomy, re¬ 
serving coal and petroleum to the 
C.P.R. At that time, an error was 
made in the land titles office and the 
title read “reserving unto the C.P.R. 

I all coal.” 

The wording remained the same 
when Mr. Turta took over half the 
property in 1911 and the remainder 
in 1918. 

A* attempt was made is 1943 to 
correct the original error and the 
wording of the title was changed by 
adding the words “and petroleum”. 

This made the title read “reserving! 
unto the C.P.R. all coal and petro¬ 
leum.” 

The court dispute was mainly over 
two points—whether or not the reg¬ 
istrar of land title# had the right 
to make* the correction, and to de¬ 
cide who actually owned the petro¬ 
leum rights. 

Mr. Justice Egbert ruled that the 
plaintiff, Mr. Turta, “is entitled to 
the relief he seeks,” and that the 
words “and petroleum” which were 
added to the title do not have any 
effect. 

Court officials said the action may 
be extremely important in determin¬ 
ing the effect of the Torrens system 
of land titles. 

Under the system, originated in 
Australia in the middle of the 19th 
century, the existing title on a piec# 
of property has been considered to 
be absolute. In other words, when 
a piece of land is purchased the pur¬ 
chaser is entitled to everything not 
reserved in the title. 

The Torrens system has been in 
effect in Alberta since it was incor¬ 
porated as a province.

A Rising Menace 

A year or two ago, a stretch of highway outside the 
city of Edmonton was appropriately termed the “Death 
Mile”. Unless the council here Adopts a “get-tough” 
policy we in Coleman will have our own “Death Mile”. 

Up to the present, some fault along the new high¬ 
way through 4th Street has prevented motorists from 
taking full advantage of the horse's uhder their car 
hoods, but once the asphalt is laid, children crossing the 
highway to and from school will gamble with death. If 
nothing is done, someone will lose the gamble! 

At present the traffic is detoured through 3rd street 
and a lot of it goes directly downtown. There are about 
four hundred youngsters in and about the school for a 
time during the day. These youngsters are too busy liv¬ 
ing to give much thought to dying. With vans, trucks, 
cars and what have you, routed through that street this 
week, traffic has been anything but controlled. If any¬ 
thing it has been chaotic. When the highway is finished, 
and traffic is mainly “through traffic”, the problem of 
youngsters going to and from school across the high¬ 
way will still be with us. Speed limit and school signs 
have little meaning on a smooth, seemingly clear road. 
Intersections along the road are for the main part 
“blind”. 

Even now, with speed limited by road conditions, 
traffic emerging from the rock cut above the Catholic 
church swoops down upon these intersections in little 
time. Later, with increased speeds, motorists will have 
little time to stop should the need arise. 

The only apparent method of attacking this 
menace would be patrolling this stretch of road. It may 
mean increasing the police department, if only for the 
times youngsters go and come from school. 

It may he easier to explain higher expenditures to 
the tax-payers than to explain to some distraught par¬ 
ents why their little boy or girl is dead!

WASHINGTON—The Fish and 
Wildlife Service said that sports¬ 
men hunting in Canada this fall 
will be barred from bringing 
their kill into the United States. 

The ban applies to all cloven-hoof¬ 
ed animals, including moose, deer, 
elk, caribou, mountain goat, moun¬ 
tain sheep and antelopes. 

Albert M. Day, director of the ser¬ 
vice said transportation of these ani¬ 
mals across the border will be pro¬ 
hibited as long as foot-and-mouth 
disease continues among Canadian 
cattle. 

Day said small quantities of com¬ 
pletely boned and thoroughly cooked 
meat from any of these animals, in¬ 
tended for personal consumption, 
may be brought back if approved at 
the border by U.S. inspectors. 

Hides or skins also may be brought 
back if they are hard-dried, or if 
consigned to a government-approved 
establishment for disinfecting or pro¬ 
cessing.

Types ol Wounds and 
Their Care (Continued) 

Punctured Wounds 

Stepping on an upright nail, stabs 
With any pointed instrument or bul¬ 
let holes, are all examples of punc¬ 
tured or penetrating wounds. 

The skin opening 4s small but the 
wound may be de ( ep and penetrate 
muscles or even body cavities such 
as the chest, abdomen or joints. It 
is impossible to estimate the extent 
or seriousness of these wounds by 
their outward appearance. 

The great danger in punctured 
wounds is infection. 

First Aid—Remove any small mis¬ 
sile which is still sticking into the 
wound. Encourage bleeding in order 
to wash the wound from within out. 
Thoroughly cleanse the skin, apply a 
sterile or clean dry dressing, bandage 
firmly and splint if necessary. Refer 
without delay to a doctor. If the 
missile is large and may possibly 
have caused extensive internal in¬ 
juries, it should be left in position 
until the victim has been placed in 
the care of a physician or a hospital. 

Crushing Wounds 

Crushing wounds may cause seri- 


Crushing injuries are accompanied] 
by severe shock. 

Simple and Complicated Wounds 

If the wound is the only injury 
suffered, such wounds are known as 
simple or uncomplicated. However, 
if the damage be more extensive pro¬ 
ducing severe bleeding, fractures, ex¬ 
tensive soiling or dirt in the wouhds, 
or even infection, then complications 
must be recognized, as the First Aid¬ 
er must include them in his care. 

Summary 

All wounds, small or large, are 
liable to infection. Therefore, cover 
the wound with a sterile or clean

Always watch the victim for the 
early signs of shock and take meas¬ 
ures to prevent or care for this con¬ 
dition.
